[ Text | In order to mobilize youths to enthusiastically set out to fulfill their 
military obligation to defend the nomeland and meet the present requirements of the 
new situation and tasks, the Capital Military Region has taken many positive steps 
to outstandingly fulfill ite military recruitment tasks for the second phase and for 
all of 1960 throughout the Military Region. 


After holding four meetings to discuss experiences with representatives of the nmili- 
tary organs of nearly 200 organs, enterprises, and schools, in omer to discover 
the basic factors affecting the quality of troop recruitment during the first cycle 
of 1960. The Military Region Command disseminate specific experiences to each dis- 
trict, village, ward, amd Military Region, while also clearly determining the 
second-phase troop recruitment norms and plans, in order to fulfill the troop 
recruitment tasks for 190. 


Previously, because they did not fully understand the goals, significance, and re- 
quirements of troop recruitment, a number of localities, organs, enterprises, ani 
schools did not fully fulfill the leadership and implementation organization roles 
of the party committees, governmental administrations, and trade unions, and were 
not able to develop a spirit of collective mastership on the part of the masses. 
They carried out their work in a fragmented, ununified manner, which resulted in the 
quality of troop recruitment not being high, numbers not being assured, and norms 
ami plans were not fulfilled. 


During the present phase, the Military Region Command has worked with the govern- 
mental organs at the varivuus echelons and the sectors to organize deep and wide 
education that reaches all categories of people in the city proper, in the out- 
skirts, and in the organs, factories, enterprises, and schools, so that they can 
grasp the lines and policies of the party and the laws of the state regarding troop 
recruitanet. 


Also during the recent period, the Military Region Command has sent 46 cadres to the 
base level to directly participate in the Military Draft Council in the districts 
and wards, and to discover models regarding military recruitment, in omer to 
promptly isolate experiences and “multiply” them throughout the Military Region. 














The Political Department of the Military Region edited an outline guiding the polit- 
ical work regarding troop recruitment, of which 2,000 coples were printed, to hel; 
the localities, organs, enterprises, and schools so that they can fully understand 
the new situation and tasks, clearly realize the plote of the enemy, and firmly 
grasp the principies, regulations, and policies regarding troop recruitment. 


To date, Military Region as a whole has fulfilled more than 80 percent of the troop 
recruitment pian norm for 190. A preliminary recapitulation of the second cycle 
showed that many iocalities, organs, enterprises, and schools -- such as Vong Anh, 
Me linn, Ba Vi, Thach That, ami Soc Son districts, the Hanoi Electricity Distribu- 
tion Management Bureau, the Thong Nhat rubber factory, the Electrical Motors 
Enterprise, the Bach Dang carpentry workshop, the electrical transformer enterprise, 
and a number of colleges and speciaiiged middle schools -- have fulfilled their 
norms and met the numericai, quality, and time requirements.

Text | Recently Military Region 7 neld maneuvers by combat detachments which 
launched combined arms attacks and fired live ammunition, in order to inspect the 
results of combat training in 1960. Comrade Va Van Kiet, an alternate member of the 
Political Bureau and Secretary of the Party Committee of Ho Chi Minh City visited 
the troops participating in the maneuvers. 


On the basis of the units having victoriously fulfilled their 1960 training missions, 
the military Region concentrated its guidance on maneuvers combined combat arms 
attacks. During the maneuvers the infantry, artillery, and tanks used live ammuni- 
tion in order to improve the quality of combat training and meet the requirement of 
combat readiness to defend the homeland. 


To assure that the live ammunition maneuvers attained good results and were carried 
out safely, Military Region 7 stressed the organization of combined-arms command and 
the development of the strength of the party and mass organizations in preparing and 
Carrying out the maneuvers. The manuver conditions were similar to actual combe’ in 
war to defend the homeland and the combat procedures in which the troops are c: 

tinually trained. The units participating in the maneuvers moved long distances am 
bivouaced as if in combat in order to increase their ability to bear hariships. 


The results of the firing of live ammunition in combined arms operations were that 
the infantry knocked down all of the targets and the artillery and tanks hit their 
targets with the very first rounds. That victory manifested that the level of 
organization and command of the various echelons and the organs serving the 
maneuvers has clearly risen. in the course of the ma.or campaign the organization 
and discipline of the troops were improved, which assured that the maneuvers would 
be carried out victoriously and safely.

L Text | Unit 15 was stationed in an area which had undergone many complicated 
changes regarding social crder and security. Even during the very first days the 
unit's party committee aid command cadres set forth the tasks of educating and 
Managing the troops and preventing external negative manifestations fror affecting 
the troops. To accomplish those goals, in addition to education in the virture and 
Qualities of military personnel and education in the border defense troops’ revo- 
lutionary tradition of being prepared to endure hariships and sacrifice, the unit 
had to take positive steps to avoid shortcomings in managing the unit and managing 
materiel, 


A special characteristic of the unit was that the cadres and men had just been 
assembled from many different places. They had different ways of life and habits. 
Many comrades who did not have a proper attitude towarml training made no progress 
even after the unit had educated them many times. A considerable number of the 
troops did as they pleased and were wasteful. The families of some soldiers were 
encountering economic difficuities. Unit 15 required the strict observance of the 
unit’s bylaws regarding activities, study, and rest. Every day, after the study 
and work period the branches and ships organized cultural and newspaper-reading 
activities. in the beginning, some of the men felt uncomfortable, and some went on 
Sick call. The ship and flotilla cadres were responsible for observing and keeping 
tabs on each enlisted man in ormler to apply appropriate educational measures. The 
unit brought up for criticism and analysis such unwholesome practices as buying and 
selling, bartering, or carousing with bad elements. Thanks to many ccnstructive 
opinions, some enlisted men with such deficiencies realized that they were mistaken 
and had to mend their ways immediately. At the same time, newspaper reading, 
Fadio listening, and the study of good examples had the effect of transforming the 
thought of each enlisted men. The regular activities and lively, light forms united 
the cadres and men into a unified collective. 





Unit 18 paid much attention to managing its material-technical bases. On one 
occasion a boat iost many components and spare parte, and once lost tens of meterr 
of cable, but could not find out who stole them. When the crewmen of fishing boats 
were asked where they had purchased such items, they said nothing. Unit 18 then 
assigned to each idividual, hold, and room direct responsibility for managing 
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materials, with daily inspections and evaluations to assure good maintenance. But 
that could only limit the losses for a certain period of time. The unit's protec- 
tion cadres were studying ways to stop such losses they learned that enlisted man 
"T" was engaing in corrupt activities. After being educated and motivated, enlisted 
man "T" spoke of the shortcomings in the supplying of fuel. Every month each boat 
received many tons of oll. But no matter how meticulous the accounting, it was 
impossible to keep track of the oil that was left over. The oll remaining at the 
depot had long been a loophole of which the command cadres had not been aware. In 
the course of activities the ships used secondary engines more than their main 
engines. And sometimes they used only their main engines and did not use their 
secondary engines. But the depot personnel contrinued to issue coupons for oil 
based how much a ship theoretically used per day. ‘a omer to bring an end to that 
phenomenon, the unit stipulated careful inspections and accounting of the issuing 
of oll, that the chief engineman had to manage fuel and that the boat captain had 
to oversee very detailed and specific recormi-keeping of the number of hourse engines 
were operated, in orler to reduce the disparity between the issuance and receipt of 
oli. 


on the basis of the actual management of fuel the command cadres of Unit 18 studied 
wayS to manage equipment and spare parts on the boats, accompanied by uwanagement of 
the activities and movements o: the enlisted men. At night there was tight protec- 
tion and during tne day there were duty watches by ships and by each hold. More 
attention was paid to assigning work shifts. Good measures were applied which 
limited the shortcomings and negative pnenomena which occurred in each unit. The 
number of enlisted men wno violated discipline was reduced to the minimum. During 
the first 6 months of 190 the unit saved for the state tens of thousands of kilo- 
grams of oll. All of the equipment was well maintained, and the ship was recognized 
as being clean and attractive and having a good way of life. 


During a meeting of the personnel of ship 762, all of the cadres and enlisted men 
realized that in addition to increasing the consciousness and mastership responsi- 
bility of the men, there must be tight management of troops and material bases. 
Every year dozens of new men were added to the unit. If the old ones were not 
exemplary they will exert a bad influence on the new ones. Due to good management 
there were no more shortcomings, and because everyone's consciousness was good the 
men realized their responsibility of protecting the ship, which was protecting state 
property valued at millions of dong, so negative phenomena had no conditions for 
developing. Ship 762 became a model ship for the entire unit. 


The good examples set by snip 762 were widely disseminatea throughout the unit. 

The cadres and men hold meetings, rest, and train at stipulated times. Comrades who 
are worried about their family circumstances are assisted by the whole unit so that 
they may be at ease in their work. Therefore, al. cadres and men clearly realize 
the necessity of forging ~..sciousness of strict discinli..c. 





Unit 18 is undergoing many transformations regarding its activities. The cadres 
and men clean and maintain the ship and always keep it clean. Every enlisted man 
fully obey orders. Their wholesome, enthusiastic way of life has exerted a good 
influence on the unit's study and work. On the ship's deck there can always be 
heard the sound of singing and laughing. 


The major campaign to “develop the good qualities and increase combat strength” has 
repulsed the negative phenomena and ci.anges in individugl thinking.

TRAIN PERSONNEL SMUGGLE GASOLINE, SET DINING CAN AFIRE

On Fire” 


[Text | Nguyen Chinh Manh, a service worker on the "Unificatior.” train, was aware of 
the disparity of gasoline prices in the north and south, so on 2° April 1960 he 

took 40 liters of gasoline aboard the train, intending to sell it at a profit in 
the south. Seeing that Mann was taking along gasoline, Nguyen Xuan Thieu, a former 
train operator who was making the trip, also brought along 30 liters to sell. 





They hid the gasoline in the dining car. The road bed was rough, so when the train 
was passing through Binh Tri Thien the gasoline spilled out, spread over the floor 
of the dining car and, when it reached the stove, set the car afire, along with 

some baggage belonging to passengers. Losses totalled 84, }4 dong. 


The act of Manh and Thieu was a serious violation of the railroad transportation 
regulations promulgated by the Ministry of Communications and Transportation 
(which forbid people from taking aboard trains such dangerious materials as explo- 
Sives, inflammable materials, poison, and weapons and ammunition, except for 
weapons and ammunition for which there is a permit for people to take them along for 
self-defense). Manh and Thieu also failed to strictly observe the directive of the 
Premier, which prohibits the buying and selling, speculation, hoarding, or illegal 
transportation of goods and materials managed by the state, and Directive Ol, dated 
23 March 1976, and Directive 02, dated 20 October 1978, of the Standing Committee of 
the Party Committee and Director of the Railroad Service Corporation, regarding the 
strengthening management, wnich strictly forbid taking advantage of employment on a 
train to engage in illegal livelihood. 


On 29 October 1960, the Municipal People's Court held an inferior court session and 
sentenced Nguyen Chinh Manh to 5 years in prison and Nguyen Xuan Thieu to 4 years 
in prison, and required the defendants to reimburse the state for all damages.

Dang Quoc Anh, Bac Thai Province 

Reply by Tran Thai, deputy director of the Institute of Medals; 


Our state has promulgated various decrees ani decisions establishing the following 
types of awards: 


“Nineteen types of medals; 

~-Nine types of decorations; 

--State titles of honor: Labor Hero and Hero of the People's Armed Forces; 

--One commemorative medal for service to the fatherland; 

~-Rotating banners and emulation review banners; 

— number of emulation titles, a certificate of commendation from the president 

of the country, a certificate for service to the country, a certificate for 

service to the fatherland, a certificate of commendation from the government, letters 
of praise and emblems... 

Medals and state titles of honor are the highest forms of awards given by the state to 
collectives and individuals who record especially outstanding achievements in 
production, work and combat. 

Decorations, commemorative medals, certificates of service to —$—y 
certificates of service to the fatherland, certificates of praise from the president 


of the country, certificates of praise from the goverment and so forth are the 
next highest forms of awards given by the state. 
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An emblem is an award in the nature of a keepsake, 


Rotating banners and review banners are forms of emulation movement awards given 
to unite that lead the emulation movement within a sector or locality during a 
specific period of time. 


Our state is presently considering awards for the following achievements: 


~-An award for achievements rocorded by the people in service to the revolution 
prior to the general uprising on 19 August 1945, 


— review award for achievements recorded by cadres and the people who participated 
in and assisted the war of resistance against the French; 


~“An award for the families of military men in the resistance against the United 
States for national salvation; 


~-An award for families that sent members to participate in the war of resistance 
against the United states for national salvation in South Vietnaa; 


~-An award for service between various dates in the war of resistance against 
the United States for national salvation in South Vietnam; 


--An award for achievements recorded in implementing the state plan and performing 
other tasks; 


--An award for achievements in combat and combat support wor); 


--An award for service, between various dates, by cadres ani soldiers of the people's 
armed forces; 


--An award for specialists, organizations and individuals from foreign count ries 
to express our gratitude to our friends throughout the world for helping ani 
supporting our people in socialist construction, the protection of the fatherland 
and the development of friendship between our people and the people's of other 
countries. 


The various forms of medals and decorations of our country consist of; 


1. The Gold Star Medal, which was established by decree number 58-SL dated 6 June 


1947, is the highest medal of our state, is not categorized by class and is awarded 
to collectives or individuals that perform a great service for the nation. 


2. The Ho Chi Minh Medal, which was established by decree 55-SL dated 6 June 1947, 


is the second highest medal of our state and is categorized by class (ist class, 
2nd class and 3rd class). 


3. The Independence Medal, which was established by decree 58-SL dated 6 June 1947, 
is the third highest medal and is given in three classes: ist, 2nd, and 3rd.

4%, The Military Service Medal, which was established by decree number 50-51 
dated 15 May 1947, is the highest medal of the people's armed forces and is given 
in three classes: ist, 2nd anid Sri. 


5. the Military Exploit Medal, which was established by decree 50-31 dated 15 
May 1947, is aleo awarded in three classes to collectives or individuals recording 
many outetanding achievements in combat and combat support work. 


6. The Resistance War Medal, which was established by decree number 216-31 dated 

20 August 1946 and awarded in three classes, is given to collectives or individuals 
that recorded outstanding achievements in the war of resistance against the French 
colonialiste. 


7. The Labor Medal, which was established by decree number 65-GL dated 1 May 19680 
and is given in three classes, for achievements in labor, production and work. 


8. The Vietnam Liberation Army Medal, which was established by decree number 054-51 
dated 2 February 1956 and is given in three classes, for cadres and soldiers who 
performed meritorious service in the buildup of the army and in combat during the 
period of clandestine activities preceding the 1945 August Revolution. 


9. che Vietory Medal, which was established by decree number 054-SiL dated 2 February 
1958 and is given in three classes, for cadres and soldiers in the people's armed 
forces who recorded achievements in the ouildup of the army and in combat during 

the resistance against the French colonialists. 


10. [he Glorious Soldier Medal, which was established by decree number 52-SL dated 
16 September 1961 and is given in three classes, for cadres and soldiers within 
the people's armed forces who performed meritorious service in the buildup of the 
army and the armed people's public security force after 20 July 1954. 


ll. The Friendship Medal, which was established by decree number 05-SL dated 5 
February 1977 and is not divided into classes, for overseas organizations and 
individuals that perform meritorious service in helping our people in the wars 
of resistance and the building of the country or made positive contribitions to 
the development of friemiship with the people of Vietnan. 


In the Jouth, during the resistance against the United States for natioml] salvation, 
the National Liberation Front of South Vietnaaz and the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of the Republic of South Vietnam also esta>lisned a mumber of medals for 
cadres, soldiers and civilians who performed meritorious service for the revolution: 
~-The Fatherland Medal 

~-The Bulwark of the Fatherland Medal 


~-The Liberation Army Meritorious Service Medal 


~-fhe Liberation Military Exploit Medal

A decoration is lower than 4 medal, Bach decoration is separate in nature and 
value and no distinction is made as to whether one decoration ie higher than the 
other.

STATUS OF MAJOR CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS UPDATED 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese }i Oct 80 p 3

the Center for the Construction of Key Projects" 


[Text } The Federation of Machinery Installation Enterprises of the Ministry of 
Construction is now participating in the installation of machinery and equipment of 
the “hottest” of the key state projects -- the Bim Son cement mill, the Hoang Thach 
cement mill, the Bai Bang paper mill, and the Dac Lac plywood mill -- and is 
preparing to install machinery at the Pha lai thermoelectric plant, the Ha Tien 
cement mill, etc. 


The Bim Son cement mill, which has a capacity of 1.2 million tons a year and which 
the Soviet Union is helping us build, is a mill with a large volume of steel 
components and much equipment, and an especially large volume of equipment and 
machinery which lies within the internal production line. A few figures are suffi- 
cient to reflect the imposing nature of the projects there are 17,000 tons of 
equipment, 16,000 tons of steel components, 650 kilometers of cables and electrical 
wires, etc. Realizing the great need for cement of the nation and of the Ministry 
of Construction, the Federation of Machinery Installation Enterprises has endeavored 
to endeavor to attain its objectives from the very beginning of 1980, and is con- 
centrating the necessary manpower and facilities. Engineer Le Xuan Ha, its Deputy 
Director, is serving as director of enterprise federation No 45, which is installing 
machinery at the Bim Son cement mill. Enterprise federation No 45 is made up of 
many specialized enterprises: a steel component installation enterprise, a tech- 
nical equipment installation enterprise, an electrical equipment installation 
enterprise, etc. Furthermore, the federation has assigned all of the Hanoi No 1 
Machinery Installation Enterprise to assist in the construction work. 


Within the period of a year -- by the end of October 1960 -- the Steel Component 
Installation Enterprise installed more than 10,000 tons of equipment. Previously, 
this work was done by the construction enterprise, which took 2 years to install 
900 tons. When the machinery installation units took responsibility for installing 
steel components, a comparable volume of work was completed in 6 months, and now 
the time reauired is sometimes as little as a month, which is 24 times faster than 
previously, 


In order to coordinate with the construction enterprise to step up the rate of 
machinery installation, the Steel Component Installation Enterprise recently studied 
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the safe, successful installation of a Kron K 154 tower crane, a modern, sophis- 
ticated crane that is 63 meters high and has a crane beam 45 meters long. Although 
they did not have a jack capable of raising 198 tons (which costs 1 million 
dollars), the machinery installation workers made scientific calculations and used 
a 90-ton P.H. Kobe crane to erect the Kron crane. The Nguyen Quy Duyen machinery 
installation unit, under the close guidance of Deputy Director Nguyen Huyen Chioc, 
combined mechanized means with manual means, assembled the components on the ground 
and lifted them up to be installed. 


In addition to assigning to the project a 90-ton P.H. Kobe crane, the Federation 
also as.igned two 25-ton RDK cranes. The Federation's Economic and Technical 
Research Center sent technical cadres and even sent a supersonic machine to detect 
welding flaws to Bim Son. Since there was a deficiency of electricity in the grid, 
and the Bim Son site worked two or three shifts a day, the Federation concentrated 
five 100-250 KVA generators which, along with actylene, carbide, and POL, were 
sufficient. So that the vertical kiln could be erected on schedule, the Federation 
concentrated vehicles, machinery, and special transportation facilities, and 
transported on schedule 90 kiln rims, which had a diameter of five meters and 
weighed 12 tons each, to the construction site. In August, kiln No 1 was tried out 
for the first time. After the construction enterprise lay the interior fire- 
resistant bricks and finish pouring the concrete, the machinery installation 
workers will install chains in the kiln and make a final trial run. The 500 cadres 
and workers of Machinery Installation Enterprise No 1, a unit which outstandingly 
completed three famous projects, one after the other, and won three successive, 
Labor Third Class medals (for the 1,000-meters high Tam Dao antenna tower of the 
Central Television Station, the two 260-meters high antennas of the VN-1 Broadcast- 
ing Station, and the Hoa Sen land Satellite Communications Station), had no sooner 
arrived at Bim Son when they began to install machinery ani equipment of the 
clinker bin, the receiving conveyor belt, the limestone-crushing, and the mud pool 
projects, and part of the ventilation system, of the imposing factory complex. 


At the “hot” Hoang Thach cement mill, although many projects had been turned over 
late by the construction enterprise, the cadres and men installing the machinery 
still positively seek all ways to assure the over-all construction schedule and 
accurately install machinery. In many cases the machinery installation workers 
received projects 4 to 9 months late, but by now 13,000 of the 14,000 tons of 
machinery and equipment have been installed. 


Especially, at Hoang Thach Machinery Installation Enterprise Federation No 69 took 
many steps to increase the construction rate. In addition to increasing the number 
of construction shifts, the machinery installers came forth with many innovations 
to improve techniques. Recently, 7/7 mobile crane worker Hoang The Bach and his 
fellow unit members studied the assuring of absolute safety of men, facilities, and 
projects, and boldly used a 125-ton P.H. Kobe bridge crane with two crane arms 103 
meters long to successfully erect two drying systems with internal spiral drains at 
an altitude of 105 meters. Danish technicians gave all-out praise for the 
intelligence and operating skill of the Vietnamese machinery installation workers. 


An important factor in this case was the role of the members of the unit leader- 
ship committee. All technical problems and legitimate requirements regarding the 
workers’ living conditions were satisfactorily resolved by the director on the spot, 
no matter where or when. 
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At present, the workers installing machinery at the Hoang Thach cement mill are 
beginning the final phase of the three remaining projects. 


At the Bai Bang paper mill the Federation of Machinery Installation Enterprises has 
also concentrated people and facilities to definitively complete the main installa- 
tions. Therefore, during the phase of installing the pipeline bridge the Swedish 
technicians requested the installation of 120 meters in a month, but the machinery 
installation workers attained 250 meters of the various kinds of pipe: steam, oil, 
water, etc. The machinery installation sector also concentrated the outstanding 
welders of the federation, who were qualified to weld equipment with high tech- 
nical requirements in the thermoelectric area. The sector's electricians also 
installed the complicated electronic control panels in the cinder treatment area, 
and drafted a blueprint for the installation of electronic components in the mobile 
cranes there. 


Because they knew how to invest skilled workers and the necessary facilities, and 
to promptly transport tens of thousands of equipment from the depots to the 
factory. The machinery installation workers are ou. schedule. The power plant of 
the Bai Bang paper complex is prepared to generate electricity. 


At the construction site of the Ha Tien cement mill, the machinery installation 
sector is urgently transporting the remaining 7,000 tons of equipment out of a 
total of 13,000 tons, and are about to take on the preparation of the surface area 
in order to begin installation in the first quarter of 191. 


At the construction site of the Pha lai power plant, after urgently drafting a 
construction schedule the cadres and workers of the federation designed and con- 
structed a construction electricity metwork for the site. They are now preparing 
to erect a number of large cranes to serve the joint effort and install the 
equipment of the steam boilers. Looking ahead to the great demand for skilled 
workers, the machinery installation sector is preparing to hold many classes to 
train high-technology workers, especially high-voltage welders and machinery 
installation workers.

{text_] Nguyen hi fhap was born in 1908 to a poor peasant family. In 1930, 

she joined the Farmers’ Association (a clandestine organization within her village) 
and, at the same time, performed communications work for the party. On 6 April 
1931, she was accepted into the Indochina Communist Party. 


In 1933, she left her family and went to conduct activities in Saigon. In April 
1935, she was elected to the Nam Bo Regional Party Committee and was subsequently 
arrested by the enemy. Although she was very barbarously tortured, she never 
gave the enemy any information. Upon her release from prison in 1936, she resumed 
her activities. After leading nearly 1,000 peasants in a victorious struggle to 
abolish the head tax, she was again arrested and sentenced to 3 months in prison. 


In 1939, while mobilizing the masses to prepare for the uprising, she was once 
again arrested by the enemy but was set free by a large crow! of people carrying 
sticks. 


She continued her activities even while pregnant. In 194, she participated in 
leading the Nam Ky uprising. When the uprising failed, she was the target of 
an intense hunt; 6 days after she gave birth, she had to give the child to 
compatriots so that she could resume her activities. 


In May 1945, she was elected to the Regional Party Committee. 
In July 1945, she attended the historic Tan [rao Conference. 


In January 1946, she was a delegate to the National Assembly, the first National 
Assembly of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. 


In July 1946, she was appointed by the Party Central Committee to the Nam Bo 
Party Organization Reunification Committee and, on the Regional Party Committee, 
she was in charge of strengthening the party base within the seven provinces of 
central Nam Bo while building the women's movement. 


In 1947, she was elected to serve as secretary of the Nam Bo National Salvation 
Women. 
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In 1955, she became an alternate member of the Party Central Committee. 
In 1956 and 1960, she was elected chairwoman of the Vietnam Women's Union. 
In 1960, she was elected an official member of the Party Central Comp’ ttee. 


She has been a delegate to every National Assembly from the first to the sixth 
National Assemblies. Since 1964, she has been the deputy chairwoman of the 
Standing Committee of the National Assembly. 


Her husband died in the Nam Ky uprising; she bore three children, each of whom 
had to be given up for adoption so that she could continue her activities. Hrr 
eldest son died bravely in the war of resistance. She did not see her other 
two children from the time they were born until they regrouped in the North. 


At present, Nguyen Thi Thap is a member of the Party Central Committee and 
honorary chairwoman of the Vietnam Women's Union.
